The plat of ground upon which the 


University buildings are erected con- 
tains some twenty-one acres, of which 
number fourteen acres were covered with 
upwards of 2,200 loads of manure.

The past Spring the 


ground • was replowea at right angles 
with the former plowing, and harrowed 
three times, iu which condition it was 
sown with timothy and alfalfa, then 
again burrowed and laid off in lands sis 
feet apart, with a system of ditches so 
as to muke irrigation easy''and perfect. 
The grasses are already up, and give 
promise of a fine crop. .Quite a large 
number of native trees have been planted 
around the University and dormitory 
buildings. Both of the buildings haye 
been thoroughly overhauled, repaired fn 
every particular, and repainted, and ore 
now in splendid condition for the com- 
fort and convenience of the scholars?' in 
attendance. Some necessary outbuild- 
ings have been erected, and the fences 
inclosing the grounds have been re 
paired; in fact, everything has been 
done by the Regents to make both the 
schoolrooms and dormitory pleasant and 
convenient for scholars from a distance. 
The dormitory is in charge of a matron 


j who will make it pleasant for boarders 
attending school., 


It is hoped by the Board of Regents 


that t be friends of education in this 
State vrill not overlook the'• advantages 
of a horn* school, .particularly those of 
Eastera ^evada, who show their appre- 
ciation o'f the advantages-offered by the 
State by sending their.sons and daugh- 
ters to the University at Elko, where 
the cost is much less than in other lo- 
calities!. There are .no finer or more 
comfortable schoolrooms or dormitory, 
or better facilities for education, than 
are hore. These advantages are pre- 
sented to the sons tied slaughters of Ne- 
vada free of all charges, except the sin- 
gle item of board, which,has been put 
at the low price of $25 per month in ad- 
vance. It now remains for the parents 
and guardians of Eastern Nevada chil- 
dren; to say whether OUT University shall 
be a success or not.

The bill that passed was 
introduced into the House by a Repub- 
lican, Hon. Thomas "Wren, of Nevada. 
It limited the number of Chinese that 
might immigrate in any one vessel to 
10. It was referred to the Committee 
on Education aM Labor, of which 
Gopd, of "Virginia, was Chairman, and 
Willis, ot Kentucky, a member, as were 
bills on the same subject introduced by 
Page, Davis, and Imttrell, of Califor- 
nia. 
Messrs. Davis, Page', Lnttrell and 


Wren addressed the committee upon 
the Chinese question and the merits of 
their respective bills. Mr. Willis was 
given charge of the bill by the commifc 
tee. Mr. Wren's bill, amended by the 
committee so as to extend the number 
thet "might be carried, by any one' veitrej 
from 10 to 15, was ador>!ed by the com- 
tnittee and reported to the House by 
Willis as his bill, an act of extreme dis- 
courtesy to the real author. Ou its be- 
ing reported from the committee Mr. 
Willis moved the previous question up- 
on its passage, which wan orderediby 
the House. Willis who had charge of 
the bill, was allowed one hour to speak 
upon it. By the custom of the House, 
he coald allow other members of the 
House to occupy any portion of that 
time that he chose. Out of his time he 
allowed Townsend, of New York, n Re- 
publican who was known to be opposed 
to the bill, 
twenty minutes. 
He 


promised to allow Mr. Wren ten min- 
utes, but failed to keep his promise, but 
did allow Page, a friend of the bill, ten 
minutes. 
The balance of the time he 


used himself and allowed to bis Demo- 
cratic colleagues. Upon the Republi- 
can side of the House great interest was 
manifested upon this subject, most at 
the Republicans being almost 'entirely 
unacquainted with the merits ot the 
bill. But the measure had beea seized 
upon by the Democratic majority as on* 
out of Which u little cheap capital might 
be manufactured on the Pacific Coast, 
and discussion was almost choked off by 
the operation of the previous question. 
Before the vote was taken Mr. Garfield 
offered to vote for the bill if amended 
slightly, but the Democratic majority 
refused to allow the slightest amend- 
ment. 
Upon the passage of tho bill 


Mr. Garfield declined'to vote, not be- 
causo he did not believe that the immi- 
gration of Chinese should not bo limit- 
ed but because he thought that the 
bill would be slightly amended. Both 
Democrats and Republicans voted for 
the bill, and both Democrats uiid Re- 
publicans against it, and some promi- 
nent men of both parties did not vote 
at all. The bill as passed in tee House 
was amended in the Seiattf and passed. 
Wheu it came back from the Semite for 
the concurrence of the House in the 
Senate nmeudaieiits, Messrs. Davis, 
Page and;Wren' had; excellent reasons 
for believing 'thiit 'the Senate wmeffld- 
ments to the bill were very objectionable 
to the President, and he would veto it 
if the amendment was not stricken out 
by the House nnd wou!4 sign it if it 
was stricken out. These three gentle- 
men called upon 'Mr. Willis and urged 
him to wove the non-concurrence in 
the Senate amendment, and thus save 
the bill. This Mr..\Vttlis, after consul- 
tation with Messrs. 'Luttrell and Wig- 
giugton, Democratic members from 
California, positively refused 
to do. 


The Senate amendment uiider Mr. Wil- 
lis' leadership was concurred in «ud the 
President vetoed the bill. It failed to 
become a law because the requisite two- 
thirds vote could not be obtained to 
carry it ,py_er tj»e^ veto. Both parties 
were represented Tu the vote" for" nnd' 
against the veto. The Democratic ma- 
jority refused to strike out the objec- 
tionable., Senate,_iuuendir;eut. and .save 
the bill because they desired move to 
puttheonnsof defeating anti-Chinese i 
legislation on the Republican party, 
than they did to secure such a relief 
for their constituents.

table of figures • of the earnings of 56 
roads for April. This is a larger number 
than usually report so early. These 
56 roads.represent 31,400 miles of rail, 
orribont 20 per cent, of the total in 
operation in the United States in thai 
month. The earnings show an increase 
of 27 per cent, over the same mouth 
last.year, wbidit-wa^alsoja good mouth. 
Part of this is due to'the fact that the 
roads had 11 per cout. more track iu 
operation, but the chief gain is from 
augmented business. 
The same gen- 


eral aesult appears by a comparison of 
the first four mnnths of the year. It is 
noteworthey that every road has gained 
some.—[Bulletin.

So 
Europe took our agricultural products 
and. puid ns in gold like a man. The 
result, was . the addition- of seme $75,- 
000,000 to onr stock of the precious 
ine'tals from abroad. The manufactur- 
ing interests felt the effect of the sale of 
the crops,, and there was a good domes- 
tic and foreign demand ''for 
nearly 


all kinds of manufactured' goods. ' The 
reports of the New -York Produce Ex- 
change for 1879, recently presented, 
show the importance of the groin trade 
last year. The arrivals of grain, flour 
ami meal at New York, Boston, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and Montreal iu 
1879, amounted to :t32,485,400 bushels, 
the largest aggregate in the history of 
these ports. Of this quantity 163,134.- 
Sw bushels arrived in New York. Thus 
it will b* seen that New York handles 
fifty per cent, of the grain arriving at 
the Atlantic seaboard. The same re- 
mark applies to the export trade, the 
shipments from the ubovo five port* last 
year amounting to nbont 250,000,000 
boishels.— 8. F. Bulletin.

The case of Chase vs. Chase, on 


appeal from Elko county,' jnst decided 
by the Supreme Court, is one in whioh 
farmers are interested.' The action was 
brought to recover damages from de- 
fendant on account of defendant's horses 
and cattle entering upon and destroying 
the crops of plaintiff, -whose ranch was' 
uninclosed. The District Court .found 
for defendant and the Supreme' Court 
affirmed the decision, holding 'that a 
ranch owner cannot recover damages 
for the destruction of his crops by his 
neighbor's eattle and horses unless the 
ranch is inclosed with n lawful fence. 
In this State there is no law defining 
what a lawful fence is, but the .Court 
holds that in the absence of ancn statute 
the fence must be high enough and suf- 
ficent in other respects to prevent ordi- 
nary stock from breaking into the in- 
closure. This is the first decision on 
the points involved made in this State.
